i or  some  time  now  the  public  may  have 
been  prepared  for  an  increase  in  the  price  of 
gasoline  through  repeated  statements  that  the 
oil  companies  were  asking  authority  from  the 
Coal  and  Petroleum  Control  Commission  to 
charge  more  in  British  Columbia.  Unofficial 
utterances  said  the  increase  sought  might  be 
between  four  and  six  cents  a gallon.  Premier 
Johnson's  announcement  that,  the  Board  has 
now  granted  ‘ an  interim  increase  of  three 
cents  a gallon  will  hardly  be  considered  as 
final.  What  sviH  the  ultimate  increase  be,  and 
when  will  the  public  know  that?  ' 

One  notes  the  arguments  used  by  the 
Premier  in  making  the  announcement.  The 
Province,  he  intimated,  yielded  reluctantly  to 
the  request,  forced  by  the  circumstances  of  the 
case  itscll  'I  hen  follows  a comparison  of  the 
gasoline  prices  in  the  nme  Canadian  Prov- 
inces, and  likewise  of  gasoline  taxation.  No- 
where, however,  do  we  note  one  factor  in 
which  British  Columbia  is  different  from, 
say.  the  Prairie  Provinces.  Importation  of 
gasoline  into  this  Province  is  by  water  haul, 
compared  with  long  rail  journeys  in  many  of 
the  other  Canadian  Provinces.  That  should 
oil  set  some  at  least  of  the  disparity  between 
prices  across  Canjda. 

It  seems  a far  cry  from  the  day  in  which 
the  Coal  and  Petroleum  Control  Board  was 
announcing  gasoline  prices  in  British  Colum- 
bia readjusted  downward  at  the  service  sta- 
tion. and  counting  the  millions  that  were  to 
be  saved  rbr  public  thereby.  On  the  interim 
order,  ordinary  gasoline  in  this  Province  will 
move  up  from  29  cents  at  Vancouver  to  12 
cents;  and  premium  gasoline  from  ^1  cents 
to  '4  cents  at  the  same  point.  While  it 
absorbs  the  interim  price,  the  public  will 
wonder  what  the  final  one  will  be,  and  when 
that  will  be  known, 

Mow  the  increased  selling  price  will  affect 
the  Cjovcmmenl's  own  revenue  from  gasoline 
remains  to  be  seen.  Provincial  taxation  is 
ten  cents  a gallon  now,  after  sequestration  of 
the  abandoned  federal  tax  of  three  cents  im- 
posed during  the  war. 


IN«*w  Grogmpliy 

In  mythology,  it  was  Atlas’  task  to  uphold 
the  world.  Although  he  might  have  trouble 
doing  it  now,  it  would  be  a different  world 
today  had  he  to  carry  the  same  burden.  Con- 
ceptions of  what  the  earth  is  really  like  in 
shape  anj  extent  have  changed  greatly.  The 
errors  of  the  old  flat  maps  arc  falling  away 
The  mcrcator  projections  were  a decided 
advance,  but  a limited  one.  No  exact  means 
has  been  found  of  picturing  a globe  on  one 
plane,  and  the  world  is  not  a globe.  Ir  is  more 
like  an  orange,  with  flattened  ends.  In  any 
other  age  that  might  not  have  mattered.  In 
a flying  era  it  does. 

The  new  geography  of  the  world,  when  it 
can  be  written,  will  be  an  interesting  study. 
Its  atlases  may  appear  strange  to  our  eyes. 
The  northern  breadth  of  the  continental 
sweep  in  < anada  may  be  diminished  notice- 
ably. The  "shortest"  distances  to  any*point 
in  the  world  from  any  other  point  may  in  a 
large  number  of  instances  turn  out  to  be 
straight  over  the  Arctic  Ocean,  within  sight 
of  the  variable  North  Pole.  Flying  has  al- 
ready corrected  many  misconceptions  of  what 
the  earth  was  considered  lo  be  like. 

It  is  stradge  to  think  that  the  flattened 
ends  of  the  earth  may  become  a factor  in 
human  reckoning.  The  difference  between  a 
globe  and  an  orange  is  not  much,  yet  the 
flattened  eflett  at  the  poles  changes  many 
conceptions  of  distances.  Up  to  now,  man  s 
aim  has  been  to  fly  around"  the  world  at  its 
widest  part,  a distance  of  24.901  miles.  The 
longest  distance  ^ivcr  the  top  between  any 
point  on  the  nortnern  land  masses  of  the  earth 
and  any  other  point  in  the  same  zone  is  less 
than  10.000  miles.  There  is  a vast  difference 
between  spanning  the  earth  and  flying  over 
it*  roof.  Today  man  can  do  both. 

Not  all  of  that  will  pa<. s into  geography, 
but  a good  deal  of  it  undoubtedly  will.  The 
geography  to  come  will  be  in  all  likelihood 
the  first  real  geography  of  the  air  age.  and  a 
truer  picture  of  his  habitation  than  man  has 
had  before. 


Strange  Judgment 

It  was  a strange  judgment  that  a London 
high  court  justice  handed  down  the  other 
day.  in  effect  that  a rpan  in  uniform  was  not 
necessarily  in  military  service  Since  authority 
roams  far  in  search  of  precedent  to  bolster 
decisions  the  case  is  not  svithout  interest  to 
Canadians,  particularly  as  the  application  of 
this  viewpoint  could  have  marked  conse- 
quences to  the  claims  of  veterans  in  some 
instance* 

The  case  was  that  of  a British  airman  who 
died  in  training  while  stationed  in  Saskat- 
chewan, aud  his  right  to  make  out  a privi- 
leged will.  The  Court  ruled  otherwise,  by 
virtue  of  an  argument  that  will  seem  peculiar 
to  ex-servicemen.  It  was  hfld  that  in  the 
light  of  modern  conditions  of  war  the  service- 
man in  question  couljf  not  be  considered  "in 
expedition.’”  that  is.  engaged  in  a campaign 
or  situated  at  a war  baae. 

The  Court  said  it  had  paid  little  heed  lo 
the  liuul  meaning  of  ibe  word*  avtual  uuli- 


service"  seems  beyond  ordinary  understand- 
ing. It  would  be  even  more  amazing  to  the 
British  airman  in  question  were  he  alive,  lie 
died  from  injuries  in  an  air  Training  accident 
in  Saskatchewan.  To  say  that  he  was  not  in 
the  military  service  which  cost  him  his  life 
seems  like  an  insult  to  his  memory 


Moving  on  Wheels 

If  Ontarians  are  excepted,  westerners  walk 
less  than  any  other  citizens  of  the  Dominion. 
This  is  the  conclusion  drawn  from  rec- 
ords ot  motor  vehicle  registrations  published 
by  the  Canadian  Automobile  Chamber  of 
Commerce  They  show  rhat  people  of  the 
Prjiries  Provinces  and  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
make  daily  use  of  a greater  number  of  motor 
vehicles,  passenger  cars  as  well  as  buses, 
trucks,  etc.,  than  those  of  the  Lastcrn  parti 
of  the  Dominion.  Ontario  leads  the  way  in 
numbers  of  vehicles  and  automobiles  in 
operation,  only  Saskatchewan  matching  that 
province  in  the  average  number  of  persons  to 
a motor  vehicle,  the  ratio  being  six. 

There  is  a motor  vehicle  for  every  sever 
British  Columbians,  and  a private  car  in  use 
for  approximately  every  nine  persons.  When 
the  number  of  children  are  allowed  for  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  people  of  this  provmce  ride 
more  than  they  walk.  At  the  other  end  of 
the  national  scale  Quebec  puts  more  feet  to 
the  ground  than  any  other  province,  there 
being  one  passenger  car  to  every  19  of  the 
population.  The  picture  may  be  in  the  pro- 
cess of  change,  however,  for  Quebec  showed 
a greater  percentage  increase  in  motor  vehicle 
registrations  in  1946  than  any  other  part  of 
the  Dominion,  the  Yukon  alone  excepted. 

Perhaps  the  most  notable  increase  of  late 
has  been  in  the  Yukon,  where  the  number  of 
vehicles  in  use  doubled  from  1945  to  1946, 
the  northern  area  having  1.281  vehicles 
where  formerly  it  had  614.  All  told,  there  is 
a private  tar  for  every  ten  Canadians,  and  a 
motor  vehicle  ol  some  kind  serving  at  the 
ratio  of  one  for  every  seven  persons.  Regis- 
trations in  Canada  for  1 946  showed  a total 
of  1.622.46  i motor  vehicles  in  use.  including 
1.214,006  passenger  cars  Canadians  make 
their  way  in  life  to  a great  extent  on  wheels, 
that  much  is  evident. 


Poor  Nporl 

One  docs  not  need  lo  be  a bird  lover  espe- 
cially to  feel  contempt  for  the  archer  who 
transfixed  the  seagull  with  a 20* inch  shaft. 
This  was  the  meanest  kind  of  sport,  apart 
from  being  against  the  law.  and  any  bowman 
who  practices  it  dcse Acs  the  condemnation  ot 
the  community,  of  which  in  this  case  the 
unknown  archer  is  assured.  May  his  con- 
science trouble  him  as  he  notes  the  revulsion 
he  has  aroused.  Meanwhile  it  is  good  to  learn 
that  "Hiawatha."  as  the  injured  bird  has 
been  nicknamed,  has  come  through  an  opera- 
tion with  flying  colors,  thanks  to  the  kindly 
interest  of  individuals  to  whom  a bird  is 
something  more  than  a target  for  a poor 
sportsman's  misplaced  arrow.  If  birds  can 
think,  one  hopes  the  humane  amends  will 
wipe  out  the  memory  of  an  ill-natured  deed, 
and  that  the  gull  has  many  happier  landings 
ahead.

Among  Canadian  ports  which  rank 
high  In  figures  of  registered  tonnage, 
if  not,  in  caxgn  tannage,  Victoria,  is 
one  of  U»e  first  three,  has  been  tops, 
and  yet  It  is  the  only  one  which  has 
not  a port  authority  or  a harbor 
commission.  II  the  personnel  of 
some  such  body  as  a harbor  com- 
tm-v-lon  were  acceptable  to  the  Fed- 
eral authorities  nnd  their  reasonable 
recommendations  favorably  con- 
sidered there  is  no  reason  what- 
ever why  the  port  tonnage  figures 
should  not  show  a much  greater 
curgo  tonnage  arriving  and  depart- 
ing than  has  been  represented  in 
tlie  tonnage  records  of  ships  arriving 
here  In  past  years. 

It  would  appesr  lo  be  good  econ- 
omy In  ship  operation  If  a vessel 
calling  here  to  land  one  hundred 
toms  of  cargo  for  local  consignees 
could  land  several  thousand  tons 
destined  for  other  points, 
owners  have  staled  that  repeatedly. 
Under  certain  circumstances  that 
was  done.  Cargoes  for  Eastern  Can- 
uda and  Europe,  thousands  of  tons 
of  It.  have  passed  over  Victoria's 
docks,  landed  from  ships  bound  to 
Puget  Sound  ports;  while  more 
thousands  of  tons  curried  la  ships 
bound  for  Strait  of  Georgia  ports 
have  undergone  the  same  procedure 
in  connection  .with  cargo  destined 
for  rail-haul  to  the  Eastern  seaboard 
of  the  United  States  and  routed  over 
United  Suites  railroads  through 
thair  mast  terminals. 

From  Victoria  It  reached  railheads 
on  the  Mainland  of  British  Columbia 
and  Washington  State  by  rail  and 
barge.  There  may  not  have  been 
anything  economical  In  this  method 
ns  practised  In  the  past,  for  Vic- 
toria did  not  have  the  facilities  for 
the  quick  transfer  of  freights,  and 
It  was  mainly  due  to  expediency  that 
It  was  done;  but  with  the  proper 
facilities  It  would  have  long  since 
been  a regular  thing  for  ships  to 
discharge  overland  freights  at  this 
port. 

There  was  a picture  of  what  barge 
services  could  do  In  assisting  the 
development  of  Victoria  as  a trans- 
fer point  for  cargoes  routed  over 
certain  railroads.  The  picture  showed 
a Northrrn  Pacific  car  loaded  with 
coal  from  a State  of  Washington 
mine  in  Tuesday  's  Issue  of  this  paper. 
It  and  other  cars  came  in  by  barge. 
Cargo  could  go  out  the  same  way  and 
other  merchandise  reach  dockside 
when  possibilities  of  barge  service 
are  taken  advantage  of.
